FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


Naples, October 13. 


UR Affairs sre in much the fame Pofture that they 
were; that is to fay, we are ft] employed in 
rating Muney, levying Men, and ferding great Convoys 
of Provilions to the Camp at Veletri. Some ‘biwyers 
are employed here in penning, a Maniteflo, which the 
Court’ fmetdsthortiy 10 pubifhry tut we tare wot hi- 
therto been able to learn the Subj & of it; tho’ we per- 
fuade ourfelves, it has a Relation to the Clim deriv’s to 
his Majefty by his Defcent from the Houle of Medicis. 
When we thought the Plague entirely extindt in Celabria, 
and it was even judged unneceffary to take any farther 
Precaution, we were alarmed by tne unexpected News, 
that two of the Guard which tormed the Line near 
Reggio, were dead, with evident Symptoms of Conta- 
gion. This has aarm’d us to the laft Degre; and a Re- 
perc prevails, as if the Magiflrates of Health will pro- 
cure anoth«r Line to be drawn without that which iub- 
fitts at prefent ; but firft of a'l, Surgeons will be fent to 
inf, e& the Soldiers in the advanced Poits. 


Extra of an Account tranfmitted from the King of Sar- 
dinia, 20 the Duke of Savoy, at Turin, dated from the 
Camp at Follino, October 14, 1744. 


‘ The Enemy have not above four Pieces of Cannon
